_ Odoption or Ratification. 


In my opinion the learned Judge 
has overlooked the requirement 
‘that before a contract is capable 
of ratification it must profess to 
have been mado on behalf of the 
person who is alleged or is seck- 


ing to ratify,. This requirement 


is exhaustively dealt with in the 
judgement ‘of 
Durant & Co. v Roberta & Keighley 
Maxsted & Co. (1900)..1. Q. B.-p 
629, which was approved by - all 
the Lords who took part in the 
decision on the appeal to the 
House of’ Lords (see Keighley & 
Uo. v Durant, (1900),,A. C. p2d0.) 


House of Lordy’ Decialon.:, 


This appeal was Inrgety argued 
on behalf. of. the respondents as 
there were some subtle difference 
between ,Padoption” «and “ratifica- 
tion” of a contract, and for that 
reason: I. give the following pas- 
sage from the judgment of Bowen 
Lard, in Raleks v. Seottish Imperial 
Insurance Co, 384 Ch. .D, at p, 249: 

“Phere ‘is nothing more yague 
that 4he way the word: ‘adoption’ 
is used Jn argurents at law, and 
sometimes ambiguous — language 
about adoption is imported into 
arguments about ratification, 
Theresis no such thing as adopting 
or satisfying anything — except 
where there Js the sanctioning of 
hn act professedly done on. your 
behalf in such n sense'as to. make 
you liable for it. A man can ratify 
that which purports to.be done for 
him, but he cannot ratify a thing 
which purports 40 ‘be done for 
somebody else... There have been 
many attempts to make people li- 
able by what is called’ adoption of 
a contract or of some other -aot 
which never purported to be made 
or done on their behalf, and such 
attempts have failed.” ’ : 


Estoppel Fails, 


Extoppel was also urged as a 
ground for supporting a judgment 
against the defendant firm. But 
the plaintiffs did not know of the 
existence of CP. Rakugen ‘or his 
firm when the contract sucd on in 
this action was entered into; and 
only became aware of it after the 
commencement: of these proeeed- 
ings. In the circumstances I see 
no grounds on which to base, any 
such defence. F ani of opinion 
that this appeal should be allowed, 
that the judgment in the Court be- 
low should bo reversed, and judg-
